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The JoiiBNAii can only speculate 


as to the oauso which has led to the 
abolishment of the U. 8. land oftoe 
at Carson, and the transfer of its 
business and arohvras to the Eureka 
office. Senator Jones was never con- 
sulted on the subject, and except to 
affix his signature to the decree, the 
President evidently knew nothing 
concerning the facts. 
He dimply 


made legal the action of the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, 
who has charge of all land offices, 
and who undoubtedly, simply, prop 
erly desired to reduce expenses in 
his department wherever practicable, 
and knowing that the government 
was doing but little land business, 
concluded that one office would sat 
isfy the demands of the public, and 
being in possession of facts not pos- 
sessed by any other 
person, his 


judgment dictated the removal to 
Eureka. 
We hardlv believe that 


even Congressman Cassitly had any- 
thing to do with tha change. It is 
the fact that so far us the Govern- 
ment is concerned there cannot be 
many in the Western, or for that 
matter the Eastern, part of the State 
who have not secured title to their 
lands. The Government has norer 
sold much land in Nevada, 
The 


State has the cream of that business. 
Its land laws are very liberal, so 
mnoh so that a vast majority prefer 
to buy direct from theState,'taking a 
large or small tract as the case may 
be, paying cash down or on the in- 
stallment plan, rather ,,than endure 
the vexations and annoyances, in 
comparison, of either the Govern- 
ment 
homestead 
or 
preemption 


method. 
Even if tho Government 


owns the land, the would be pur- 
chaser make application to the State 
Surveyor General, anil that official 
immediately proceeds to select and 
list the tract from the United States, 
for the State, by favor of its privil 
eges under the 2,000,000 acre grant, 
and getting title then sells to the ap- 
plicant. This is the existing condition 
of affairs and consequently the State 
ia selling from 87,000 to 
810,000 


worth of land every month for the 
benefit of its School Fund, while the 
United States is not doing "a land 
office business." But while this ia 
so the mining interests of the West- 
ern portion of the State will be 
greatly inconvenienced by the dis- 
continuance of the office in this sec- 
tion, as applicants for patents, etc., 
will be compelled to transact their 
business at Eureka, making it more 
expensive |and decidedly inconven- 
ient. In justice to all concerned it 
wonld seem Jthat if one or the othej 
of the offices must go it should be 
the Eureka office instead of the Car- 
son, principally for the reason that 
in the very order of things the poo- 
pie of the Eastern section are neces- 
sarily brought to the Western at 
times, while Western people going 
to the Eastern part must go because 
they have to go.

Home Industry. 


The Eureka Leader says the flour 


manufactured in Humbeldt county is as 
good, or even bettsr, than the Cali- 
fornia flonr and is cheaper. By using 
Nevada flonr everybody is benefited, 
for it is not only patronizing a home 
industry but koopa the money in the 
country. What is true in this respect at 
Eureka, is equally true in the western 
part State. 


At $16,000 per mile the assessment 


of the Central Pacific is from 25 to 50 
per cent lower in Waaboe than in any 
other coanty at $10,000 or $12,000, by 
reason of Washoe's rate being BO much 
less than that of the others, the total 
State and county] being but $1 SO en 
each $100, of which 90 cents is for tha 
Stats and 90 for the county.

M5T THE PEOPLE »EG1DE. 


The Eureka Sentinel (Democratic) 


asserts that the candidacy of either 
Maokay or Sharon crowds Senator 
Jones out of the Senatorial fight, ar- 
guing that they have oceans of 
money, while Jones is comparatively 
a poor man. Neither of these gen- 
tlemen have any idea, in our opinion, 
of being candidates for ^the Senate, j 
but if they have, and the proposition 
is to be a monied one, it may be just 
-as well to state BOW that Senator 
Jonas will not be driven out of it on 
any such basis, but will go before 
the people, and once, for all, test the 
question whether they can be bought 
and sold like sheep. The JOTJBNAB 
does not believe that the voters of 
Nevada are as corrupt as they ore 
represented to be by some, and if the 
very worst assertions could be sub- 
stantiated, the chances are that ten 
dollars of Jones' money would go as 
far as one hundred of some other 
man. 
But Mr. Jones does notinteud 


to make a "monied" fight. He could 
not, if he wished, for his millions 
have gone from him. True he ex- 
pended a quarter of a million when 
he was first elected, but the expen- 
diture of this vast sum was caused 
for the reason that he had opposed 
to him the Bank of California, the 
Central Pacific Railroad, the Vir- 
ginia and Truckse Railroad, and 
every one of the other prominent 
corporations and monied powers of 
the State. Having been extraordi- 
narily fortunate in Crown Point, he 
determined to carry the people with 
him, at bis own expense, and not be 
crushed to death by the corporations 
and Bank crowd. Although large 
sums had been distributed in previous 
campaigns the so-called Jones fight 
was conducted on such a liberal scale 
that it stood out in bold relief. Nya 
and the corporations went to the wall. 
Sharon forced his way in two years 
later on much the same principle. 
Jones' first six years ,of 
official 


life were extravagant, ana at the 
end of his term, he was "broke.1 


But he stood for re-election, and was 
sent back to 
Washington. 
Two 


years later Sharon wanted to be, but 
Mr. Fair hove in eight and with his 
8350,000 "sack" succeeded in win- 
ning the golden prize and carrying 
the State for Hancock and English, 
Cassidy, and all the other boys. 
Jones' second term is about to expire 
and the coming election will decide 
whether he shall continue to be the 
Senator from Nevada, or whether 
the State shall again be wrested 
from the Republicans. 
Mr. Jones 


will, we presume, manage to contrib- 
ute his share for legitimate campaign 
purposes, but he will not do any 
more. If his record as a Senator is 
not completely satisfactory to the 
people he does not want to bo re 
elected. If the people desire some 
new man Mr. Jonea will cheerfully 
decline to allow his name to be used, 
anrl at the same time heartily join in 
any movement calculated to redound 
to tne credit of the Republican party, 
and for the good of Nevada and its 
interests. 
But no monied man or 


power can prevent Mr. Jones from 
ascertaining the people's wishes, and 
the JOTJKNAJJ can safely promise that 
a ''bluff" of such a character will but 
put Jones and his friends ta their 
"speed," and in such a contingency 
the fires of Republicanism will blaze 
from every hill top and in every val- 
ley during the campaign of '3-1, and 
if it shall be adverse to him there 
will not be one of the Six Hundred 
left to tell the tale. There shall be 
no more Lew 
Drexler tricks in 


Woshoe, at any rate. Mr Jones has 
been an honest and intelligent repre- 
sentative. No scandal attaches to his 
public or private life. Himself and 
family have been a credit to us at 
Washington as well as at home. His 
ability and influence are felt wherever 
ho may be, and Nevada has no citi- 
zen who better deserves theenoomium 
of "well done thon good and faith- 
ful servant." 


•JTATB, TAXATION. 


The statement was made before the 


Washoe Board of Equalization tha.other 
day that the gloomy outlook warranted 
the belief that the State rate of taxation 
would have to be increased from 90 
cents to $1 or $1 85. Tho JOUBNAL 
emphatically dissents, and unhesita- 
tingly predicts that the present rate 
will not be increased, but that on the 
contrary the next Legislature ought to 
reduce it from 90 to75 cents. Any rate 
in exo«ss of that sam will be an outrage 
and an imposition upon the people. In- 
stead of fixing it at 90 the last Legis- 
lature ought to have placed it at 75, a 
sum entirely sufficient to meet tha or- 
dinary current expenses of the State 
Government, a fact which will be evi- 
dent when the condition of the Treas- 
ury is made known Deo. 31, 1884. Tax- 
payers must remember that the State is 
being conducted on a more economical 
basis than ever before in its history, 
and that the retrenchment and reform 
measures of the Republicans of the Leg- 
islatures of 1879-81 are bearing fruit. 
The new order of things went into effact 
January 1st of this very year, and in- 
stead of the session of the Legislature 
costing from $75,000 to $90,000, it did 
not cost but $53,000, n reduction of at 
least $20,000. State officers and depu- 
ties are not now receiving within $20,- 
000 per year of what was formerly paid. 
The public charities will not cost by 
$20,000 the sum heretofore paid out for 
such purposes. There is a fair reduc- 
tion all along the line, and the State 
Government is far from being as expen- 
sive as ia olden times. The day will 
never come when the assessable value 
of the real and personal pioperty of the 
State will be leas than $25,000,000, 
Tne roll for this year will be nearer 
$30,000,000, and if the actual cash value 
was giren tha figures would bo $75,- 
000,000. There will always be from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000 from the net 
proceeds of the mines for revenue, 
wh'le the receipts from poll taxes and 
miscellaneous sources are certain to be 
respectable amounts. With a roll of 
only $25,000,800 a 75 cent rate will 
yield $187,500. The receipts from other 
sources will swell the amount to $225,- 
000, and whenever the expenses eioeed 
this sum the pruning knife ought again 
to be applied. The truth is that $200,- 
000 is ample to maintain the State Gov- 
ernment, and we do not believe that 
that sum will be exceeded from this 
time on.

The Genoa Courier in pointing oat 


the necessity of a flouring mill in 
Carson Valley has the following to 
say about farming which is as ap- 
plicable here as elsewhere. It says: 
"A great many of our farmers in Car- 
son Yhlley, have raised wheat this 
year, as a sort of an experiment, as 
most of them have a great deal of 
their last year's crop of barley and 
oats left over, for which there seems 
to be no market, at any price. Those 
who have raised good wheat this 
ye»r, can now sell it all, delivered at 
Carson, for two osnts per pound, to 
H. H. Back, of the Keno flouring 
mills, and they will receive cash 
down upon its delivery. 
While a 


great many of our farmers have raised 
wheat, a groat many have also raised 
nothing but barley and oats, which 
the most of them will have to dispose 
of—that is if they dispose of it at all 
—at about SI 75 and 81 90 per 
hundred pounds, and then most of it 
will have to be hauled as far as Yir- 
viuia City and other remote points, 
and the chances are then they have 
to wait for the money for their grain. 
Some of our farmers have got three 
cents per pound for grain delivered 
in Bodie, but the expense1? in this di- 
rection do away with a large share of 
the profits." It further thinks that "if 
milling facilities wero established at 
home farmers would quit raising so 
much stock-food and turn their at 
tention to the raising of human food, 
n the shape of wheat, that aan be 
turned into floor, the staple food «f 
all civilized nations, and for which 
there in a steady demand both home 
and abroad. And also, it would be 
patroizing 
home 
industries, and 


keeping the money nearer home, for, 
making a rough estimate of things, 
here are not ten of our farmers in 
the valley that raise their own flour, 
but buy it elsewhere. 
All should 


take under consideration the fact that 
home consumption is no small item 
itself, and. also the fact that keeping 
the money at home, ia something that 
should be looked to.

At the time, no one 
moreheariily enjoyed tho joke than 
the hunters themselves; but presto! 
through the journalistic eccentrici- 
ties before mentioned the subject has 
assumed a more serious shape, and 
is DO longer a laughing matter. An 
exchange published in southern Cal- 
ifornia tells its readers that: 


"T. K. Hyuers, a leading citizen 


of Beno, Nevada, while out hunting 
mistook a farmer's chickens for saga- 
hens and was arrested on a charge 
of malicious mischief, anil narrowly 
escaped a term in the county jail,"
